"Instead of employing a tapper and

tapper sounder, one instrument which 
does the work of two and takes up 
less space. I also employ an inten- 
sifler of my own construction, which 
makes the station poles unnecessary. 
This system which I call 'space tel- 
egraphy' is timed to a certain rapidity 


of alteration and if any outside vibra- 
tions of different 
'time' intervene, 


they will not affect the workings of 
mjr instrument. '

26,000 alterations per second, and all 
fl£her vibrations of lesser or greater 
Alternating rapidity will riot be rec- 
orded on my receiver. 


"My transmitter is what is com- 


monly called an 'alternating current 
static electric generator,' mechanical- 
ly' operated. This 
is a mechanical 


contrivance which gets its 
current 


from the other, and therefore I do 
not use a spark coil."

When he arose to speak he 
was greeted with a storm of catcalls, 
hisses and yells. T. Thomas Fortune, 
whom President Roosevelt appointed 
to investigate labor conditions in the 
Philippines, stood up in a pew and re- 
buked the mob. He just was able to 
dodge a shower of hymn books hurled 
at his head. One book knocked the 
trater pitcher from the desk and spat- 
tered Washington's trousers. 


In two seconds a free fight was in 


progress between the two 
factions.

home at Los Angeles, Cal., Thursday, 
after an extended visit with relatives 
here, recalls an interesting story in 
which he played a part several years 
ago.

About twenty-five years ago a Jew 


peddler, bearing tue name of Henry 
Cline came to this county and settled 
at what is known as Mound in Clark 
township.

was at that time called Holly. 


Cline was gifted with the energy 


and money-making ability character- 
istic of his race, and prospered in a 
small way. 


He succeeded in securing the ap- 


pointment of postmaster 
of Mound 


«.nd soon made many friends in that 
community. 


AN EXPANSIONIST. 


His ambition inspired him to bet- 


ter things and he bought a small store 
at Mound. Then he went among the 
wealthy farmers of Clark township 
and borrowed money, stating that he 
wanted to stock up his store. 


He seemed to be honest in all his 


dealings and won the confidence of 
many. 
Washington Farwell loaned 


the thrifty peddler $800 and Robert 
Graham parted with $600. 
Besides 


these amounts Cline owed other sums 
to mechanics and others, who had 
done work for him. 


Then Henry started off ostensibly 


for New York to buy goods but such 
an enormous sum of money was too 
much for his rather flexible con- 
science and instead of going to the 
east he turned his steps 
westward 


and landed in California. 


GAME OF WAITING. 


The good farmers of Clark town- 


ship waited in vain for his return and 
after holding a number of consolation 
meetings they placed their notes in 
the hands of 
lawyers who attempt- 


ed to locate the nomadic Henry. They 
were misled by friends of the Jew and 
given to understand that Henry had 
gone back to his native country, Ger 
many, and that they might as well 
whistle for their money.

ment of a case of blood poisoning fol- 
lowing the application of the 
state 


house "madstone" has 
started 
an 


agitation'in favor, of stopping the use 
of this stone, which physicians de- 
nounce as humbug. 


Two weeks ago a Mrs. Waugh of 


this city, presented herself at 
the 


relic room in the state house, where 
the stone is kept, £nd, saying she had 
been bitten by a dog asked to have 
the stone applied to the wound. This 
was done. 
It has since developed 


that the dog was not mad, but Mrs. 
Waugh is now in a critical condition, 
blood poisoning 
having 
developed 


from this wound. 


The stone was originally owned by 


a colored man named Depp, living in 
Delaware county. When he died he 
bequeathed it to the state. It has been 
in the museum of the state capital 
for about a dozen years, and has been 
used scores of times there. 


t The custodian of the museum has 
always been the operator. 
He boils 


it in sweet milk for a few minutei 


and then applies the stone 
to the 


naked wound. If it adheres it is taken 
as evidence that the patient was in- 
oculated and it is permitted to re- 
main on the wound until it releases 
itself. If it refuses to adhere it is 
regarded as evidence that the 
dog 


was not mad. 


Since the state keeps th« stone and 


permits its use physicians claim th'at 
it becomes particeps criminis in the 
practice of the humbuggery, which 
they say may do a great deal 
of 


harm in preventing the aptient from 
getting rational treatment before it is 
too late. 


Dr. C. O. Probst, of the 
state 


board of health, said that the boiling 
of the stone was a wise precaution, 
as it removed the danger 
of blood 


poisoning from the application of the 
stone. 
Otherwise it would be highly 


dangerous to place the stone against 
the raw wound. 


But the application of the hot stone 


no doubt -broke down the tissues and 
left the wound in the best possible 
condition to be poisoned from other 
sources.
